Fearing the discovery of the body, they 
took it out and burned it, falling a tree 
on the ashes. 
The deserted wife of

WASHtNOTON, July 9.—In the house, 
immediately after the reading of the 
journal, the speaker announced the reg- 
ular order was the vote on the demand 
for the previous question on the motion 
to refer to the committee on invalid pen- 
sions the message of the president veto 
ing a bill granting a pension to Sally 
Ann Bradley. 


Amid a great deal of confusion Mr. 
Burrows, of Michigan, on the part of 
the republicans and Mr. Matson, of In- 
diana, representing the democrats, en- 
deavored to come to some arrangement 
to prevent time being frittered away 
with roll calls. Finally it was agreed that 
the demand for the previous question be 
withdrawn, and that Mr. Grosvenor be 
allowed fifteen minutes to oppose the 
motion, to refer with permission to some 
democrat to reply if he d^ired. 


Mr. Grosvenor said he desired to heap 
no recrimination or condemnation upon 
the president for his veto messages. 
They were caused by total misapprehen- 
sion on the part of the president of his 
relation to the administration of the 
government. 
He (Grosvenor) had read 


aU vetoes coming from that prolific 
source of vetoes. 
He thought 
the 
trouble was with the president that he 
thought it was his duty to examine 
carefully every act of congress, and if 
!tie, as a member of congress, would not 
vote for the bill he gave no tort of con- 
sideration or weight to the fact that the 
legislative branch of the government 
had 
acted upon it. 
The 
president 
acted upon the idea that the executive 
had a right and it was his duty to de- 
cide absolutely every question. Another 
idea ol the president's was that no pri- 
Tate act should be approved unless 
there was a law authorizing it, wholly 
oblivious to the fact that congress was 
the law making power and had a right 
to confer pensions on anybody. 


Mr. Grosvenor detailed the facts of the 
special bill under consideration and com- 
mented on the fact as he asserted that 
the president had approved the Fitz 
John Porter bill on the very day that he 
had Tetoed the bill granting a pension to 
Sally Ann Bradley, the mother of four 
sons, two of whom died on the battle 
field and two who were in the hospital 
disabled. 
Fitz John Porter would go 
on the pension roll while Sally Ann 
Bradley would goto the poor house, and 
this was tbe government he understood 
to sny that 
was dealing generously 
and liberally with its soldiers. 
The 


lOUse was paralyzed and terrified by the 
veto of a single man, a proposition iyran- 
ical in the direction of absolute usurpa- 
tion, in the direction of turning from its 
normal position the congress of the 
United States and turning over the ad- 
ministration of the generosity of the gov- 
ernment to one man. 
(Applause on the 
republican side.) 


Mr. Matson merely replied that he 
just learned that in the forty-seventh 
congress a republican committee of the 
senate had reported that the woman 
ought not to be pensioned for the same 
reasons the president said he thought 
she ought not to be pensioned. 
(Ap 
plause on demooratic side.) 


Mr. Long, of Massachusetts, sug- 
gested that at Aat time the woman had 
a husbaud who was in receipt of a pen- 


sion bill, and the message was then re- 
ferred—yeas, 122; nays. 111. 


SBNATB. 


In the senate Mr. Sewell, from the 
committee on pensions, presented a re- 
port in the case of the vetoed bill grant- 
ing a pension to Margaret D. Marchard 
a widow of Commodore Marchard. The 
committee repeats its former report in 
the case, and recommends the passage 
of a bill over the ¡president's objections. 
Referred. 


Mr. Hoar offered a resolution calling 
on the president for information as to 
the seizure of detained American vessels, 
the causes therefore and the efforts for 
redress. 
The resolution went over. 


The president has vetoed a bill pro- 
viding for a public building at Dayton, 
Ohio. 
He does not think the public 
business large enough to warrant the 
expenditure.

Uneasy lies the head that has any aspira- 
tions for the throne of France, and restless, 
also, seems to be the republican form of 
government which it was expected would be 
sniBciently oil v to quiet the troubled waters 
of French politics for all time. 
Looking at 
it from this distance, it does seem as if the 
government of France 
was 
not 
over- 
burdened -with popular approval, or its sup- 
porters would not 
be 
disturbed 
by 
the presence of a 
couple 
of 
repre- 
sentatives of what 
is believed to be 
effets methods of 
government. 
The 
three parties con- 
sidered most dan- 
gerous to the re- 
publican 
form of 
government are the 
representatives of 
the Orieanist, Mon- 
archist and Bourbon families;. 
These fac- 
tions are so antaj;onistic to one another as 
to prefer even anarchy to the success of the 
other. 


The Orleanist party is rich, but not very 
numerous, and f a r f r o m active. 
The Mon- 
archical party is in favor of a king by divine 
right, but has none to go to. 
The members 
of this party have been brought up to hate 
and despise the house of Orleans, yet the 
elder branch having fallen, the hated head 
of that family is also the heir of Henry V 
and of all their kings. 
They prefer the re- 
public, prefer anything to having the grand- 
son of Louis Philippe and the great-grand- 
son of "Louis Egaii e" profane the throne of 
St. Louis. 


The Strongest party, 
the Bonapartists, 
want an empire, but are much in the same 
position as the Monarchists. The heir of the 
great N.ípolí^on is the hated Plon-P:nn, the 
most unpopu ar man in all France. 
B^'sides 
this, it is objacted, his father married 
a 
Grerman priace-^s, 
he an Italian. 
Many 
ardent Iriipi r.alists say that 
Hev can even 
place no hopes in 
the sous OL a man 
like that until ¡hey 
have proven 
i hem- 
selves posses-ed of 
tbe vir .ues ihat en- 
deared the founder 
of their iamilv to 
the French. 
Had 
the young s^n of 
Napoleon i l l lived, 
they say he would 
surely 
have 
been 
the emy)eror; 
but 
he brave, handsome boy went to his death 
in Zululand to sain a little glory, and by 
his last acts endeared bis memory to the 
hearts of his countrymen. 


Nevertheless the Frencii senate adopted a 
law on June 22 lor the "expulsion of the 
princes." 
It is brief and as follows:

of the republic is

and to their direct heirs in the order of 
primogeniture.

proved the sentence, so did Secretary of 
War Stanton; so at that time did (Jen.

Years afterwards, however, Gen Grant 
and many others changed their minds on the 
question. 
Tnere are those who do not hesi- 
tate to say that others higher in office than 
Gen. Porter deserved disgrace and 
even 
death at that time, if anybody did. 
It has 
been said, indeed, that half the important 
officers of the army deserved to be shot for 
their incapacity during the first years of 
the war. 
The rea on alleged for Porter's 
negligence was that there was a ring of 
eastern officers devoted to Gen. McClellan 
who were determined that no western man 
should be the general of the army. 
If Pope 
succeeded he, coming from the west, would 
at once become the rising man of the hour. 
Therefore, he 
was 
not 
supported 
with 
alacrity. 


Such pitiful jealousies and criminations 
and recriminations look very contemptible 
now in the great light that the tremendous 
events of those years have thrown upon the 
civil war. 
But that such feelings did exist 
abundantly is itself part of the history of the 
war. 
(jren. Porter's case will be settled by 
every man according to his own beliefs and 
prejudices. 


Certain it is that he was a gallant officer 
and soldier aside from this event 
He was 
born in 1823. in New Hampshire, graduated 
at West Point in 1845, went through the 
Mexican war with distinguished bravery, 
and was in many battles of the early part 
of the civil war. 
He waa a colonel in the 
regular army, and a major general of voltm- 
teers. 


From the time of receiving his hea\T sen- 
tence twenty-three years ago Gen. 
Porter 
has never ceased his efforts to have it re- 
called 
The case is as celebrated as that of 
Jarndyce and Jarndyce in Dickens. 
He 
was a young, 
strong man when it 
was 
passed. 
He is now gray-haired and old. He 
has said he did not care on his own account, 
but because of his children. 
He did not 
wish them to be freighted with the woe of 
being the sons and daughters of a disgraced 
man. 
His efforts have at length been re- 
warded. 
in 1878 an army boari met and 
removed the heaviest of the disabilities. The 
recent act of congress signed by the presi- 
dent puts him on the regular retired list of 
army colonels. 
Gen. Porter is one of the 
police commissioners of New York city.

Fiercely. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—In the houuo, 


immediately after the reading of the 
journal, the speaker announced the reg- 
ular order was the vote on the Jemand 
for the previous question on the motion 
to refer to the committee on invalid pen- 
sions the message of the president veto- 
ing a biU granting a pension to Sally 
Ann Bradley. 


Amid a great deal of confusion Mr. 


Burrows, of Michigan, on the part of 
tho republicans and Mr. Matsou, of In- 
diana, representing the democrats, en- 
deavored to come to some arrangement 
to prevent time being frittered away 
with roll calls. Finally it was agreed that 
the demand for the previous question be 
withdrawn, and that Mr. Grosvenor be 
allowed fifteen minutes to oppose the 
motion, to refer with permission to some 
democrat to reply it' he desired. 


Mr. Orosvenor said he desired to heap 


no recrimination or condemnation upon 
the president for his veto messages. 
They were caused by total misapprehen- 
sion on the part of tho president of his 
relation to the administration of the 
government. He (Grosvenor) had read 
all vetoes coming from that prolific 
source of vetoes. 
He thought 
the 


trouble wai with tho president that tie 
thought it was his duty to examine 
oarefnlly every act of congress, and if 
lie, as a member of congress, would not 
Toto for the bill he gave no tort of con- 
sideration, or weight to the fact that the 
legislative branch of the government 
had 
acted upon it. The president 


acted upon the idea that the executive 


a right and it was his duty to de- 


oide absolutely every question. Another 
idea of the president's was that no pri- 
•rate act should be approved unless 
there was a law authorizing it, wholly 
oblivious to the fact that congress was 
the law making power and had a right 
to confer pensions on anybody.

Fitz John Porter bocasluured 
and dismissed from the Uuite-i States army. 
He was further disqualified from holding 
any position under tho United States govern- 
ment. This severe sentence «us passed at a 


time when the af- 
fairs of tbo union 
were ao critical 
that muu did not 
always act wilh 
(.- o o 1 j u d gmont.

Years afterwards, however, Gen. Grant 


and man}1 others changed their winds on the 
question. Tuore are those who do not hesi- 
tate to say that others higher in offico than 
G.-n. Porter deserved disgrace and even 
death at that time, if anybody did. It has 
been said, indeed, that half the important 
officers of the army deserved to ba shot for 
their incapacity during the first years of 
the war. 
The rea on alleged for Porter'* 


negligence- was that there was a ring of 
eastern officers devoted to Gen. McClatlan 
who were determined that no western man 
should bo the general of the army. 
If Pope 


mceeeded he, coming from the west, would 
at once bocomo'the rising man of tho hour. 
Therefore, he was not supported with 
alacrity. 


Such pitiful Jealousies and criminations 


and recriminations look very contemptible 
aow in tho ^reat light that the tremendous 
events of those years have thrown .upon ihe 
civil war. 
But that such feelings did exist 


abundantly is itself part of tho history of the 
war. 
Gen. Porter's casa will be suttled by 


every man according to his own beliefs and 
prejudices. 


Certain it is that ho was a gallant officer 


and soldier aside from this event. He was 
born in Itt&J. in New Hampshire, graduated 
at West Point in 1845, went, through the 
Mexican war with distinguished bravery, 
and was in many battles of the early part 
of the civil war. 
He was a colonel in the 


regular army, and a major general of volun- 
teer*. 


From the tjnie of receiving hU heavy sen- 


tence twenty -three years ago Gen. Porter 
has never ceased his efforts to have It re- 
called. The case ie as celebrated as that of 
Jarndyce and Jarndyce in Dickons. Ho 
was a young, strong man when it was 
passed. He is now gray-baired and old. Ho 
has said ho did not cars on his own account, 
but because of his yhiliireii. He uid not 
wish thorn to be freighted with the woe of 
being tbo sons and daughters of a disgraced 
man. His efforts have at length been re- 
warded. In 1878 an army boar I mot and 
remored the heaviest of tho disabilities. Tbo 
recent act of congress signed by the presi- 
dent puts him on the regular retired list of 
army colonels. Gen. Porter is one of the 
police commissioners of New York city.
